- 1888 when he was 23 years old: He 


was also the ringleader in the robbery 
of the postoffice:at Byron,..Wis.. in 1894. 
After a desperate chase he was caught, 
convicted and sentenced to spend sever- 
al years at Waupun.

tery: though according to the testimony 
of the physicians who made the autopsy, 
it must'have been either poison, or suf- 
focation. The theory of natural death 
does hot prevail.

Dr. -Gudden testified that the girl 


might have been dead six 'or eight 
hours when she was found. This would 
make, the time of her death 1 o'clock 
a. m. In the autopsy there was nothing 
. found in the mouth to indicate poison, 
and the examination of the body showed 
'no indication .of 
disease. 
The girl 


was • apparently healthy, well 
nour- 


'.ished and filled with blood. The lungs 


and heart were congested; but otherwise 
were in a: perfectly normal condition, 
except that the left side of the heart 
contained no blood. Nothing was found 
to indicate that the windpipe had been 
ruptured or that she had died from 
- strangulation.' 'The stomach was some- 
what congested and spots, which might 
have been caused either by the natural 
post mortem acids or poison,.were found 
on the lower part. The intestine lead- 
ing from- the stomach was also thus 
spotted. The other organs.of the'body 
were congested and the brain was found 
to be perfectly normal. The only ab- 
normal thing about the body was the 
condition of the blood which usually 
coagulates after 
death. 
This, case 


showed it to be in a fluid state and of a 
dark color. The only reason for this, 
the doctor says, which could at the pres- 
ent time be given, was that the girl was 
suffocated or died from poisoning.

Atlanta, Ga., March 15—[Special I— 


At Constitution,- Palmeto county, this 
morning at ; 2 o'clock, nine negroes 
charged with arson, were shot down by 
a mob. Masked white caps were the per- 
petrators.

dred men in the band,"which entered the 
town while the people were asleep, and 
rode up to the victims'' place of confine- 
ment. They . overpowered the guards, 
and took the-negroes outside and shot 
them. Six were killed instantly, and the 
other three .will probably die.

Nobody need be surprised at the in- 


telligence that the government at Wash- 


. ington will give "no guarantee to any 


financial obligation that.may be. issued 
by the Cuban assembly., says.' The St. 
Louis Globe Democrat.'.-.'-The' govern- 
ment authorizes this announcement be- 
cause, there have been rumors .that the 


' assembly contemplated putting, out 


bonds for some purpose or other, with 
the expectation that the United States 
might be in&uced to give them sufficient 
sanction to cause their acceptance. The 
government's action, however, in au- 
thorizing the statement that the United 
States will assume nor esponsibility nor 
any such obligations stands a chance to 
defeat the assembly's scheme. 


It ought to be plain to ever} .reason- 


able person that the United States can- 


. not afford to give any sort of official 
recognition to the Cuban assembly or 
any other body of Cubans yet organ- 
ized. The government has steadily re- 
Jtuspd to recognize the : so-called Cuban 
republic. Powerful attempts were made 
in congress on the eve of the war to in- 
duce the government to stand sponsor 
in some shape or other for the acts of 
the civil authority which it was pre- 
tended the insurgents had setup, but 
they failed. The .body calling itself the 
Cuban assembly has. as little authority 
. to speak for the Cuban people as had 
the regime, or alleged regime, which the 
great body of the democratic party 
wanted to., secure recognition for In the 
latter .part of 1897 and .the opening 
months of 1898.

The course of ;the McKinley adminis- 


tration has been.consistent and intelli- 
gent on this 
recognition 
question 


throughout. .It "has- ignored all these 
so-called governments in Cuba from the 
start. The assembly represents a small 
portion of the insurgent .army, and ap- 
parently the men wh'o chose it, and for 
whom it assumes to speak, are turning 
against it. The, fragment cf the Cuban 
population which pays any attention to 
the assembly's'pretentious is diminish - 
ing rapidly, and that junta's days are 
evidently numbered.
